By Which the State Grand-Jury 100 


Judged One Case. 


A SCENE BETWEEN rar OIRCUIT ATTORNEY 
AND THE MEMBERS OF THE 
GRAND INQUEST TO-DAY. 


The Jury Refased to Indict One of the Par- 
ties Implicated by the Testimony in the 
Jackson Murderand Mr. Clover Declined 
to Approve ofthe Other Bilis Found—A 
Grand Juror’s Oath—The Members of the 
Inquisition. 


There was ascenein the Grand-jury room 
inthe Four Courts thie morning while the 
Grand-jary was preparing ite report. Circuit 
Attorney Ashley C. Clover and the jurors had 
a tilt over their report which resulted in the 
omission of a number of indictments from 
that report. 

It was expected that when the Grand-jury 
made itg anal report to-day it would return 
indictments against Ed Ahearn, the prise 
fighter, who killed T. E. Jacksonin a prise 
fight, against the Daly Bros. under whose 
auspices the fight was conducted, Joseph A. 
Murphy, the referee, and other participants 
in the brutal murder. When thereport was 
submitted to Judge Normle in the 
Criminal Court no  indictmants against 
the principal or any of the accessories 
tothe crime were returned. It was known 
that the Grand-jury bad considered the case 
and had taken testimony on it. The prelimi- 
nary examination of the men charged with 
participation had been continued in the Court 
of Criminal Correction a few days ago until 
next Friday because it was known the Grand- 
jury was considering the matter. 

It was then a great surprise to the court off - 
clals when they heard that the report con- 
tained no reference whatever to the Jackson 
matter. An explanation wassought, and then 
the story of the scene mentioned above came 
out. 

THE CIRCUIT ATTORNEY 
made the following statement to a Post- Dis- 
PATOH reporter: The Grand-jury took up the 
murder of young Jackson, and 
heard testimony regarding it. This 
morning I ascertained, that while 
the Grand-jury was ready to return indict-

The fight between Thomas E. Jackson and 
Ed Ahearn. took place about 1 o’clock on the 
morning of the 15th of last September in the 
ring in the rear of the saloon which the Daly 
Bros. then kept on Seventh, between Market 
and Chestnut streets. Both were quite young 
and Jackson was a mere boy, only 18 years 
old. He was a lightweight amateur wrestler

oni nurgixR SAYS HE HAS RECEIVED 
ORDERS AND WILL OBEY THEM 


Immediate Steps Taken to Punish the Venda. 
drs of Lottery Tickets and the Criminals 
Who Lure On the Poor and Ignorant by 
Advertising the Swindling Schemes— 
Where Were the Police Last Night?—An- 
other Record of Judicial Misdoing. 


The police have at last been awakened out of 
their lethargy and have begun to act. Officers 
were sent out this morning to raidthe places 
of lottery venders and Chief Huedbler has 
positive instructions to proceed against all 
persons who violate the law either by selling 
tickets, setting up lotteries or by publishing 
advertisements and drawings of lotteries. If 
the work does not go on now, if the crimizals 
are not jdragged into court and made to 
answer for their crimes, the fault is 
with Chief Huebler, The commissioners 


have handled the matter with gloves and have 
avoided touching it as long as possible. There 
has been no faro in St. Louis for ten days, yet 
the 232 have been breaking down doors, 
raid 15 rooms and making a grand display, 
while lottery has been going on under their 
very noses and they have not touched it. The 
empty faro raids have not, however, 
accomplished their purpose; they have 
not diverted attention from the lot- 
teries; they bave not made the people 
stop asking why the criminals who daily vio- 
late the law are not punished. The Post- 
DISPATOH continued to point out the willful 
and criminal violations of the lawand the 
commissioners were forced to act, but even 
then they covered the matter with a blanket 
order and failed and negiected to give to the 
Ohlef of Police explicit inetructions to prose- 
— known offenders, as they should have 
one. 

Their order was to havethe Captains of all 
districts instruct the patrolmen to look out 

articulariy for gambling on their beats and 
o arrest all violators of the gambling law, to 
increase the detail assigned to special duty on 
these case and to arrest every offender. 

The names and addresses of offenders were 
furnished the Police Commissioners by the 
POSsT- DISPATCH, and yet they gave no positive 
directions to the Chief to arrest them. 

Why did they neglect this? : 

By doing so the Commissioners have placed 
themseives in a very well guarded position. 

If anyone charges them with neglect of duty, 
no matter how many offenses have been com- 
mitted, they will#imply reply: We have 
ordered the Chief to prosecute all such cases. 
It he bas not done it he has met complaint 
with the order of the board. 

Their determination not to take this matter 
in their own hands, at least before Mr. Over- 
alk, returns, and root out the evil which is 

fiourishing in St. Louls, is apparent. They 
have shifted the responsibility to Chief Hueb- 
ler, and nowthey repeat what they have said 
before, ‘‘Wait-a-littie.’’ 

Chiet Huebler had an interview with Mayor 
Noonan shortly aiter 11 o’clock this morning, 
the Mayor that officers were 
tuen out raiding the oflices of 2228 agents. 

The Mayor was seen just after the Interview 
and his face was wreathed in emiles. 

„Woll, I am glad to say that 
started, he said.

**Officers are now out raiding the lottery 
eftices and the machine has been started. 
Every patrolman, every sergeant, every 
captain, and the chief, is a committee 
of one directed ‘to give special attention 
to the lottery and gambling business, I found 
that the impression prevailing in the Police 
Department was that because two men were 
specially detailed to look after gambling and 
lottery the others had nothing to do with it. 
We have corrected that impression and now 
the whole force is looking out for offenders.’’

„ Does that include the publication of ad- 
vortisements and the selling on the street of

Commissioner Turner refused to say anv- 
thing on the subject. 

Commissioner Small was disinclined to talk, 
but said that there was not as much lottery- 
playing in St. Louis as some peo 
ple thought. fd know that men 
muke all sorts of statements to the 

newspapers, but there is not as much of it as 
they say thereis. These men, who run lot- 
teries in St. Louis, draw out of a hat. They 
have no regular places of business, where we 
can catchthem. The police have done what 
they could. With the detail Chief Huebler has 
had be has done good work.“

Where Were the Pelice Last Nighi? 


There was a convention of lottery ticket 
venders within 1,000 feet of the Four Courts 
last night. “ 

Two blocks only intervened between the 


headquarters of the Police Department and 
the meeting place of the law breakers. 

Within a stone’s throw of where the lottery 
venders were gatbered together a police ser- 
geant and eight patrolmen wandered idly 
about waiting only for their watches to termſ- 
pate. 

So great is the contempt these violaters of 
the law have for the police they take no pre- 
cautions to conceal their place of meeting, 
and tickets were openly distributed by the 
agent of a lotterv company for local sale. 

Last night the distribution to the venders of 
tickete took place in the receiving-room of 
the Adams Express Co.’s building on Twelfth 
and Poplar streets. Thatis across the street 
from the Union Depot where there is con- 
stantly a large detail of police and two blocks 
south of the Four Courts. 

THE ROOM 

is a very large one, and in and out of it great 
quantities of freight are being hurried con- 
stautly. Last night it was partially filled with 
hides, egg-boxes, crates and boxes of goods, 
and great heaps of miscellaneous express 
matter. Shortly after 7 o’clock a m isceliape- 
ous collection of men were to be seen sitting 
on the crates and boxes apparently waiting 
for something to happen. 

They were waiting forthe monthly distri- 
bution of tickets in a notorious lottery con- 
cern, and for the official list of the previous 
month’s drawings in the lottery. Two or 
three of the men were fairiy well acquainted 
with fortune but they were evidently princi- 
pals, the majority of the men being most 
probably clerks and messengers to the capi- 
talists of the lottery trade, 

One of the waiting crowd was short, fairly 
well dressed and bore an air of prosperity. He 
was for atime the leading spirit in the crowd 
and made inquiries of the clerks as to the 
cause of delay in the arrival of the goods. 
Thetickets were expected to arrive at 7:30 
o’clock, but did not reach the Adams Express 
depot until more than an hour later. 

The crowd grew somewhat impatient and 
Was very eager when at last a wagon backed 
— to the door and a large chest was thrown 
off. There was 

A RUSH FOR THE CHEST 

but the Express Co.’s clerks assembled about 
the freight, of which the chest was a part, and 
no one was permitted to touch it until those 
clerks had checked up the load. The box 
was then placed in the center of the room and 
four large paper parcels laid on top of it. 

No one seemed to have authority to open the 
thest and there were some murmurs over the 
absence of some one. There was possibly ten 
minutes more wait and then there entered the 
room a very tail broad-shouldered man who 
smiled very pleasantly ag he remarked, ‘‘Sor- 
ry to have kept you waiting, boys, but we'll 
make up for lost time now.’ 

This colonel among lottery venders went to 
a pile of boxes on which were the express 
bills. He found four for him which he signed. 

He then disposed of the packages 
lying on the chest. Two were 
addressed to notorious lottery ticket 
venders, and he called their names. 
The packages were claimed and taken by the 
claimants into the office of the Adams Express 
Oo. in front of the e room. A number 
ok men followed the packages to the office, 
saw them opened there and took from the 
— who had claimed the pockages small 

undles of ciroulars giving the official lists of 
drawings. These they thrust In their pockets 
and then returned to the chest. 

The colonel in cherge of the proceedings 
had opened the third package which was of 

DRAWING LISTS 
as the others. Those he distributed to per- 
sons in the crowd that remained about him. 
Then producing a key he opened the chest. 

This chest was addressed tothe Adams Ex- 
press Co., at St. Louis, and did not appar- 
ently have any other mark or address on it. 
It contained a number of packets of such size 
and form that it was 2 they contained 
tickets. The broad-shouldered Colonel 
smiled pleasantly all the time he was taking 
from the chest the packets, calling out names 
and delivering the goods to the respondents. 

It was a quite a love feast. Everyone was 
pleased over the arrival of ammunition fora 
new campaign, and seemed to have no fear 
thatthey would be molested unduly by the 
police. As the tickets were distributed the 
crowd melted away, The big fellow at length 
closed the box and went away himself. 


A Record of Judicial Misdoing.

The clerks 
in the different courts know this, and say:

The tenor¢of his letter gave the impression 
that he had made arrangements with these 
gentlemen and that there would be no doubt 
of their acceptance of the places offered 
them. The chief inspector bas had ample 
time to ascertain the intention of his ap- 

ointees, and it was loudly denounced as a 

reach of faith for him to ithhold the 
information in his possession until the resig- 
nations of the present board had been re- 
ceived and all arrangements made for surren- 
dering to the State expert the East side 
inspection to-morrow morning. 

IN HIS LETTER 

Burks states that he will appoint real experts 
in place of Robinson and Currie, but this as- 
surance gave little confidence to the grain re- 
oeivers for several reasons. In the first place, 
even with the best intentions, it is seriously 
doubted by the grain receivers whether Burks 
could tell a good from ai dad ex- 
pert. In the second place he makes 
no statement that he was endeavored to in- 
duce other members of the old board of in- 
spectors to accept the positions declined by 
Robinson and Currie. Inthe third place he 
will not inform those interested of his in- 
tended appointees. The feeling is general 
that an attempt to regain some of the power 
that he laid down will be made, especially as 
itis a matter of common gossip that Burks 
has been blamed by his friends and : ridiculed 
by his enemies for his surrender all along 
the line and that he is very sore over the man- 
= in which he has been bwaten at every 
urn. ‘ 

DECEPTION CHARGED. 

The millers, exporters, shippers and re- 
ceivers of grain are alike indignant at the ac- 
tion of Burks, and were loud in expressing 
their intention of preventing such a flag- 
rant violation of agreement as was r — 
by him. The members of the oard 
of Directors were equally indignant 
at what they considered an at- 
tempt to outwit them which was 
only excused by its clumsiness, The news ef 
the feling that had been aroused called J. B. 
Breathitt of the State Railroad Commission to 
the city, and he was in consultation with 
Burks during the morning. The result of this 
conference was another letter from the Chief 
Inspector, in which ‘he offered to 
appoint Thomas W. Dandridge ne 
an East side deputy. Mr. Dandridge 
is a member of the old board, but is now a 
State inspector on this side of the river, The 
offer to appoint him did not do anything 
to allay the ill feeling that had been aroused, 
as the grain men at once perceived that it was 
the object of Burks to get rid of ail the compe- 
tent inspectors, and to fill their places with bis 
creatures. In order that the ignorance 
ot the oountry experts might not be 
too plainly manifested, he evidently desired 
to have as few able meno in his employ as the 
Merchants’ Exchange would allow. When 
the manner in which he had dealt with Robin- 
son and Currie became known, indignation 
reached its highest point.

The General of the Army Alludes te the Va- 
rious Causes—A Few, Good Remedies— 
Important Suggestiens—The Treatm@at 
of Recruits by Non-Commissioned Officers 
—A Torpedo Test— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 15.—The an- 
nual report of Maj.-Gen. Schofield, command - 
ing thearmy, to the Secretary of War was 
made publicto-day. He pays especial atten- 
tion to the desertion question. He says: 

The causes of discontent which lead to de- 
sertion from the army are numerous, They 
have been sought for diligently for years, and 
many of them have been removed. Some 
of them are probably beyond the reach of any 
remedy. One of these is the naturally diacon- 
tented disposition of the men who are led by 
that feeling alone to seek a change from the 
monotony of bread winning in any civil pur- 
sult by entering the supposed less arduous 
service of the United States. When such 
men find that soldiers, no less than 
civilians, must work, their feelings of discon- 
tent return and they resort to the only means 
by which they can make another change. 
These men rarely desert when engaged in an 
active Campaigh, however great the hardships 
and privation or severe the discipline 
may do. It is the ordinary labor 
and routine of military duties which 
inspire them with discontent. These causes 
of desertion cannot be removed. The troop 
cannot be kept constantly inactive milita: 
campaign, nor can they be exempted from t! 
monotony of routine duties and labor. T. 
government cannot employ hired laborers 
to do the work which the troops 
have time to do for themselves. It 
would seem thatsome kind of probationary 
system might be devised by which the unfit 
element among recruits could be eliminated 
without resort tothe crime of desertien. It 
does not seem necessa that men be re- 
quired in time of peace to bind themselves ab- 
solutely to serve five years. suff 
cient remedy may perhaps be found in the 
case of all worthy men who find after a few 
months’ trial that they have mistaken their 
calling, by a more liberal exercise of the 
power to discharge soldiers upon their own 
—-* than bas ever heretofore pre- 
valled. 


THE REORUITING SERVICE. 

Great care in the recruiting service to pre- 
vent the enlistment of men of bad character 
and habits may be found practicable. Meas- 
ures having these ends in view have already 
been instituted. Also greater care in the 
treatment of recruits by officers and 
non-commissioned officérs. The rec- 
ords of desertion from different 
organizations leave no room for doubt of the 
fact thatthe character of the commanding 
officer has much to do with the extent of this 
evil. In some few instances it appears that 
captains are in the habit of leaving the care 
and discipline of their men to the 
first sergeant and other non-com- 
missioned officers without that oon 
stant supervision and control which the 
captains should exercise. In ali such cases, 
the captain should be promptly removed from 
the command which he seriously neglects.

NEW HOTELS PROJECTED. 


Much has already been said and more will 
probably be said in the future in respect to 
hotel accommodations, and it u an open 
secret that both Chicago and New York will 
present in the strongest manner their alleged 
advantages over St. Louis in this respect. 
Even with the present accommodations the 
advocates of St. Louls express themselves as 
perfectly competent to compete with other 
cities, but itis the intention of those having 
the management ofthe St. Louis campaign to 
demonstrate to Congress that this city is 
not only os well off in respect to 
hotel accommodations as any of its compet- 
itors, but can offer advantages far superior. 
With this object in view a number of gentle- 
men connected with the Executive Committes 
have had drawings made for several monster 
hotels, to be erected near the 
Exposition grounds, have entered into 


contracts with a number of 
Eastern capitalists to build these hotels in 
case the Columbus Quadricentennial comes to 
this city, and will be able to present every as- 
surance that the visitors to this city will be 
taken care of better than has ever been the 
case during any previous exposition. 

As will be remembered by all who attended 
the Philadelphia Centennial, the great mass of 
visitors were accommodated in structures 
built for the purpose, and temporary in their 
nature. A member of the St. Louis com- 
mittee some time ago entered into 
correspondence with several members 
of the company that built the great Atlas 
Hotel near the Exposition Grounds, and ascer- 
ey that many of that company would not 

ly be willing to erect much finer buildings 
should the fair be held here, but would also 
be willing to subscribe handsomely in return 
for the assistance of the Executive Committee 
in obtaining a site. 
THE PROPOSED BUILDING MATERIAL. 

Objection was raised to constructing a 
wooden building, but this was met by a propo- 
sition to import a quantity of California red 
wood nad use this exclusively. The 
advantage of this wood lies in 
the fact that it is practically 
uninflammable. Ninety per cent of the resi- 
dences in San Francisco, acity particularly 
closely built, are of redwood, and yet their 
insurance rates are as low as in any large city 
in the country. With this safeguard against 
fire the members of the committee who are 
inoking into the matter believe that no objec- 
tion can be raised to wooden buildings. A 
California lumber firm bas agreed to furnish 
the necessary material at a very low rate, re- 
lying upon the advertisement which this use 
uf California redwood would give the peculiar

profit. 

& PECULIAR STRUCTURE PLANNED. 

One of the plans for a monster exvosition 
hotel was proposed by the late Andrew Mo- 
Kinley. It was to consist of an entire rever- 
sal of the usual manner of hotel construction, 
Instead of facing outward the principal expo- 
sure would be inward,the hotel being planned 
to face upon an open square, completely 
surrounded by the buildings. A sort of ter- 
race shape was — the lower stories 
containing the storehouses, kitchens, electrie 
lighting apparatus and offices, being from 
three to four rooms deep, the second story 
one room less in diameter, the third 
— but two rooms in depth, while the upper 
stories were to open on the street on one side, 
and on the central court on the other. This 
arrangement would, it is agreed, give a 
thorough draft in every part of the house, and 
the central court would be arranged in walks 
and verandas so that the guests could find 
shade at any time of the day, should they 
prefer the air totheir rooms. Asa matter of 
course, nothing like a contract has been en- 
tered into in reference to these pro- 
jected buildings, but assurances have 
been received which will enable 
those who present the claims ot 
the city at Washington to promise that the 
question of hotel accommodations need not 
trouble the Board of Promotion,as ample facil- 
ities for entertaining all guests will forth- 
coming.

NOTEWORTHY FUNERAL SERVICES. 


Sergt. Tims’ Address at the Bier of a Dead 
Associate. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DrmspaTon. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—Funeral services of a 
noteworthy character were held yesterday 
afternoon in the front parlor of 708 Greenwich 
street, where the body of Patrolnfin August 
M. De Nyse layin a rosewood coffin, around 
which stood some thirty police oficers. One 
floral tribute stood atthe head of the coffin. 


It was a large and handsome pillow of white 
lilles bearing the word Rest in violets, 
and attached to it was a card which 
showed that it came. from the dead 
officer’s old assdciates’ of the Third 
section of the Ninth Police Precinct. 
No ministerjwas present,andSergt.Oliver Tims 
of the Thirtieth Street Police Station, made 
the funeral address. The dead officer was 
a pronounced Free Thinker, and Sergt. Tims 
was a life long Episcopalian, but he ac- 
quitted himself ably of the delicate task 
which had been assigned him by his associ- 
ates, 

‘*I would like’’ he said, to ignore all cold 
and formal words andjspeak in a spirit of sym- 
pathy and tenderness. When great preachers 
aud orators deliver discourses by the bier of 
the dead ofthe great or even of humble 
life they are disposed to eulogize the virtues 
of the departed and gloss over unpleasant 
facts. Thisis done sometimes at the ex- 
pense of the truth and some 
are disposed to tind fault with 
it, but all will agree that it 
is right to speak tenderly of those who are 
gone and who can no longer speak for them- 
selves. There is no need to invent adjectives 
in speaking of thisman. He was a simple, 
unassuming, unpretentious man, pre-emi- 
nently honest. He hated imposture, and 
loved truth for truth’s sake, He was no hyp- 
ocrite or dissembler. He never crawled or 
cringed or cowered. These things he ignored 
and despised. It is, perhaps, well under- 
stood that he was not a practical Christian. 
He was an admirer of Henry George, Dr. Me- 
Glynn and the Rev. Hugh Pentecost, whom 
he regarded as advocates of truth and right- 
evusness.’’ 

Patrolman DeNyse leaves a widow and two 
children. He was a son of Capt. John W. De- 
Nyse of Matawan, N. J., who has been a 
Justice of the. Peace there for over thirty 
years. He was within four yearsjof finishing 
the term necessary to secure a retiring pen- 
sion. Among the police officers present at 
the funeral were Sergeants Crockers of the 
Ninth Precinct, and Schmittberger of the 
Nineteenth Precinct and Roundsman Linde- 
mann. Sergt. Crocker told those around him 
ofthe scene at the dying officer’s bedside. 
Loss of his eye-sight was an early er 
of approaching death, but t did 
not abate the cheerfulness of his spirit. 
He simply said to his wife: I can’t see you 
any more; funny, is’nt it?’’ The Sergeant 
took his hand and said; Good night, but 
De Nyse answered quickly: ‘‘No, not good 
night, Sergeant, but 8 A few 
minutes later he raised himself on his pillow, 
seemed to listen intently for a few moments 
and then saia earnestly: **There’g three raps, 
Sergeant, I'm going.’ 

These were his last words. They were 
hardly uttered when he sank back again on 
his pillow and died. On Saturday another 
service willbe heid at the residence of the 
dead officer’s brother, N. Hal De Nyse of Mat- 
awan, N. J., at which an address will be made 
by David A. Bell, editor of the Matawan

ME. ROBERT BONNER DEFENDS HIMSELF 
AGAINST A NEWSPAPER’S CHARGE. 


He Tells How He Has Developed the Speed 

of Horses He Has Purchased— Changes in 

* Tart Rules—Schedule of the Local Foot -

f NEW YORE, Noy, 15. 
HAT Robert Bonner 
has done in the way of 
training trotters is 
thus related by him in 
a letter to a morning 
paper: 4 

I have just read in 
the California Breeder 
and Sporteman a not 
over courteous article 
in which ‘the editor 
asks: Who has ever 
heard of a horse train- 
ing after Mr. Bonner 
purchased him?’ and 

then suggests that a 

beginning be made at 

f my farm for informa- 
tion in that line. Per- 
haps it may Interest 
the public if I begin at the farm and state that 
Ihave bred or raised a yearling—the only 
yearling I have ever had in harness—that 
. trotted a quarter in 44s; a 2-year-@d that 
trotted a 2:31 gait; a3-year-old that trotted a 
2:16 gait, a4-year-old that trotted a full mile 
in 2:22%, and an aged horse (Majolica) that has 
a publie record of 2:15. Besides these I have 
raised a number of borses that have 
trotted in the neighborhood of 2:20. 
But asthe editor of the California Bréeder and 
Sportsman wants to know about those who 
have ‘trained-on’ since they came into my pos- 
session, I will try and gratify him. In the 
first place, I will give hima ‘shining exam- 
ple.’ When Maud S. came into my possession 
she was lame in her off hind leg, and had 
been lame in it so long that Blair, her trainer, 
said: ‘No veterinarian surgeon can stop that 
lameness.’ But after she was snod under my 
directions, he trained her that yearto beat 
her record, and she trotted in 2:00%. She 
‘trained on’ the following year, not 
merely to beat the world, but to beat 
herself by trotting in 20884. Rarus 
came into my possession with a record 
of 2:13%. AfterwardsItimed him in 2:11%. 
Edwin Forrest, just before I bought him, 
trotted in 2:14% in an exhibition mile at Hart- 
ford. Since I owned him he has trotted in 
2:11%. Music, when I bought her, had a 
record of 2:21. She has since trotted for me 
in 2:18%. May Bird had a record of 2:21, and 
since Ihave owned her she has trotted in 
2:18%. Keene Jim hada record of 2:13, but 
after I bought him I timed him in 2:1444.Molsey 
had a record of 2:21%, and LI reduced her time 
to 2:18%. John Taylor had a record of 2:25, 
and he trotted for me in 2:10%. Wellesley 
Boy, with a record of 2:26. reduced 
it to 2:19%, and Pocahontas, for whom 
I gave more than for any other 
horse I ever purchased except Maud S. and 
Sunol, had a record of 2:26 whén I bought her. 

I have timed her since I owned her in 2:17%. 
Startle, for whom I paid $20,000 when he was 
8 years old, had a record of 2:36. He trained 
on with only my road driving to trot a pub- 
licly advertised trial, as a 5- year-old, in 2:19%, 
without having been even one night out of my 
city stable. He was the first horse to turn 


Fleetwood track in 2:19. Maud Macy had a 
record of 2:27% whenl bought her. She was 
the first horse to trot in 2:17 on the exercising 
track on my farm, and has since trotted in 
2 :16%. Manetta, when I bought her, 
had trotted in 2:42 for Mr. Alexan- 
der of Kentucky; John Murphy atter- 
wards drove her in 2:16% on my track. 
Lucy Cuyler had trotted for Col. West of Ken- 
tucky in 2:29 when Ibought her. Subsequently 
he was timed in 2:1542 to wagon on my track, 
and trotted publicly on Fleetwood a half mile 
to top wagon in 1:05, the fastest time ever 
made in that way of going. 1 could give many 
other instances of horses ‘training on’ while 
in my possession, but I will content myself 
with one more: In 1860 bought from Mr. 
Johnson, a Baltimore banker, the well-known 
mare Peerless. At that time she had trotted a 
trial in 2:28 to wagon, and was being trained 
by the great driver, Hiram Woodruff. I took 
her home and drove her on the road for about 
two years, when I sent her back to Mr. 
Woodruff to train. One day he told the 
well-known Wall street broker, Wm. Parks, 
and myself that he could drive her to beat the 
best time that had ever been made by any 
horse to wagon. He named the following 
Saturday, and on that day Mr. Parks and two 
others went into the judges’ stand and timed 
her a mile to a wagon to 2:21 —which, by the 
way, is the fastest mile Hiram Woodruff was 
ever timed in his life, either in public or pri- 
vate, behind a trotting horse. I hope to have 
pow satisfied the editor of the California 
Breeder and Sporteman that I own and have 
owned a few horses that have ‘trained on.’

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A BARBED WIRE TRUST. 


MEETING OF THE LEADING MANUFACTUR- 
ERS HELD IN NEW YORK. 


The Necessity of a General Combination— 
Concentration of the Interests in the In- 
dustry—Alleged Cutting Down of Profits 
—The New Company’s Capital Placed at 
$12,000,000—J. W. Gates to Be Presi- 
dent. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DIsPATon. 

NEw YORK, Nov. 15.—There has been for a 
long time considerable talk concerning a 
**barbed wire trust, but while there have 
been combinations between certain firms and 
the representatives of certain other com- 
panies have declared that a general combina- 
tion was necessary in order to protect them- 
selves from loss because of the great compe- 
tition; thefe had not been anything like a 
general conference on this subject until yes- 
terday morning at the Gilsey House. In 
rooms sixand eight of that hotel assembled 
the representatives of the largest interests in 
the barbed wire trade in the United States. 
Among others were present H. S. Chisholm, 
und C. B. Beach of the H. P. Nail Co. of 
Cleveland, O., Messrs C. F. Washburn, C. G. 
Washburn and Moen of Worcester, Mass.; G. 
8. Douglass of the Iowa Barbed Wire Co. 
of this city; Thos. Jopping of the American 
Wire Co. of Cleveland; E. 8. Page of the 
Cleveland Rolling Mill; F. W. Roebling of 
Trenton, N. J.; and J. W. Gates of St. Louis. 
The ostensible object of the meeting was the 
regulation of prices. It has been known for 
some time that the industry was not as profit- 
able as it was three years ago, a large propor- 
tion of the seventy-five manufactories 
not even running their machines. Since the 
beginning of the decrease in business the 
corporations have been absorbing 
the smaller ones until now swarcely one-half 
of the factories, which, when the demand for 
barbed wire began ran their machinery on 
double time, are in existence. The concen- 
tration is still going on, or rather was going 
on, until yesterday morning, when it was de- 
cided that the already talked of Federal Steel 
Co. shall bean assured fact, and will be in its 
operations in this special industry 

A FORMIDABLE TRUST. 

The new company will have a capital of 
from $10,000, to $12,000,000 und it will be dis- 
tributed in tHis way: Six or seven million of 
dollars will represent the cash value of the 
plants to be taken intothe company and the 
balance will be issued for the pur- 
pose of running expenses. The company 
will take in all the barbed wire, plain 
wire, wire rod and wire nail makers, 
in the country on an equitable basis, in the 
proportion in whi ch their property is of value 
in the Federal company. Ofcourse, as has 
been the history of the formation of all sim- 
lar trade combinations, the eompanies whfch 


are now concer ned in the new trust are very 
anxious to have the public understand that it 
is not a trust, but an endeavor by the mapu- 
facturers to reduce the cost of manufacture 
by running the best plaut to an extent suf- 
ficient to supply the demand for barbed wire 
aud wire nails, to reduce the expense of Sell- 

ing and to maintain a uniform steady price 
for the product. The attempt to control the 
market of plain wire and wire rods, they 
say, is for the purpose, of course, 
of P competition with the barbed 
wire, sothatthe milk in the cocoanut is that 
the trust makes this proposition to the public: 
„Either use barbed wire or none at all.“ 
Another statement of the organizing company 
which savors of a trust is that there will be vo 
marked advance in prices, and that it is likely 
there will be no change in the market price of 
barbed fence wire and wire nails at the time 
the company begins operations, „the concerns 
which are interested inthe movement saying 
that ‘‘it is far more desirable to make money 
by economy and reduction of expenses than 
by inviting competition by an excessive ad- 
vance.’’ 

THE DEPRESSION IN PRICES. 

At present the depression in prices Is de- 
clared to be go severe that at least 50 per cent 
of the manufacturers of barbed wire whojwere 
in existence six years ago have been crowded 
out of the business. There have been many 
fluctuations in prices, but mM the main the 
tendency is Gownward, and jobbers have 
found the value of their stock at one time to 
be depreciating rapidly, while at another they 
have been unable to secure barbed fence 
wire at a price which would enable 
them to supply their customers  with- 
out loss. ‘he result has deen that 
though some jobbers have at times been en- 
abled to make a great deai of money, at other 
times they have invested large amounts in 
stocks which have yielded no profit, and the 
promoters of the trust declare that whatever 
else may be the results of the combination it 
will at least secure regularity in the
